Denver, Aug. 19.—Without a mome'it'i 


warning the -boiler In the basement ot 
the Gumry hotel,' on lawrence. street, 
n«ir Seventeenth street, exploded short- 
ly after midnight this mornlnK nnd with 
terrific force tore away the entire rear 
portion of the building, demolishing the 
iear and sidewalks and reducing- the 
place- to one mass of confused timbers, 
brick" and debris, which shortly after 
took flre. So far! as have been recovered, 
eight bodies arc. at the city morgue and 
10 moio aio known to bo iniHed beneath 
• the ruins. Altogether 17 people are miss- 
ing and the loss of life will not be defi- 
nitely known unm some order Is brought 
about In tho confused mass of ruins. The 
killed are: 


H. C. Grclner, assistant superintendent 


of construction at the State capltol, and 
his wife, -who acted an clerk for the de- 
stroyed hotel; George Burt of Denver, a 
conductor on the Chicago. Rock Island

Few people other than fireiuen, the has- 
tily summoned rescue corps and police- 
men, remained near the seen* to witness 
the excavation of the horribly burn d 
human mnsscs and distorted remains. 


M. E. Letson, who was the. first live 


man taken from the ruins, had an experi- 
ence at which all mankind r-jin marvel. 
He slept on the third floor, and when 
found was encased' In a conical shaped 
mass of mor'ar and bricks that barely 
Allowed his freedom of movement Chief 
Roberts of the fire department first dis- 
covered him and rapidly began the re- 
. moval of the tons of material that secm- 
«d to rest directly upon his body.

ftRonlzIne and heartrending appeals he 
begged an Instrument to end his "tortur- 
ous life. The rescuers worked jflth' a 
will, and In two hours had succeeded In 
removing enough plaster and bricks from 
the apparently lifeless body to allow a 
rouioval. \vlt{) jnost yiaclous thanks the 
man was removed to the county hospital, 
and though his lower limbs were horribly 
contused, he will survive his terrible 
ordeal.

Ine Sad\Scene Around the Bnlni. 


No word" can portray the scene around 


tho ruins late thlt afternoon. Women 
and children maddened by the terrible 
suspense hurried to and fro In anxious 
Inquiry conccuilng loved ones that are 
missing. Strong men, hard at work amid 
tho ruins, quake at the sickening 3i(iell 
of roaming- flesh and" turn with pallid 
countenances from the scene. Never be- 
torc h»9 ;such absolute i»ieckage and 


. ruin devastated any portion of the State. 


About 10 o'clock In ithc morning a 


woman's hand protruded almost unnotic- 
ed from among a pile of laths, bricks 
and other material. With the precision 
of a trained co.ps of life-savers attention 
was turned by the rescuers- to the deli- 
cate member that almost beckoned for 
help when the work of removal of the 
debris from her body commenced It was 
discovered that she was dead. Lying by 
her In lifeless, yet tender affection, was 
the corpse of a smalt child. Innocent- 
looking even In death. Bravely the fire- 
men worked on, superintended by Mayor 
MeMurray of this city and Police Com^ 
mlisloners Hoglc, .Church and Wilson. 
AWcut -J o'clock In th» aftonioon coffee 
and sandwiches were served to the Inde- 
fatigable rescuers by prominent ladles of 
.the city. *ho volunteered their services. 
Aldermen Lcot and Ross were begrlmmed 
with smoke and dirt from their labors In 
attempting (to (rcndijr nil .possible aid.

Gallant Work of the Surgeon'* Corp*. . 
The hastily organized surgeons' corps 


under Police Surgeon Jarrcckl, did noble 
work. With BO feet of flimsy walls totter- 
ing over their heads, they wended their 
way early In the aecMcnt along corridors, 
down stairways, past shaky partitions to 
aid the injured. 
Medicine was passed 


from o_nt^.to .another.along a line, nnd 
wtiiic Letson was being rescued his hea* 
was swathed In damp bandages and stlm 
ulants administered In a tender manner. 
Chief of Tollcc Gouldlng did a noble thing 
by Joining the line and with skill Inval- 
uable rendered assistance. Every police- 
man wns ordered to at once forgot his 
Inconveniences and aid the Injured. About 
C-Q'.clock this evcntr.g a severe wind stonn 
from the northwest arose, and work.wn* 
extremely precarious with shaky walls 
towering high In tho air. To add to the 
confusion and cllaos, rain began falling In 
torreiits and what few workers who were 
not drenched by streams from the flrc 
engines were Incommoded by tho cold 
rain. About S .o'clock this evening rain 
had ceased falling, but clouds of stifling 
smoke continued 
to unfold from 
the 


charred mass of ruins and more engines 
were called. 
Their services were not 


needed, as the wind died away and con- 
trol of the ti-iilble-atcldcitl »as assured 
the 
firemen.

The young man In charge of the boiler 


at the time of the accident was a tnor- 
oughly Irresponsible boy merely 17 years 
olJ. He liad atli'lidi'd a Jd>Ob.-> [.lull., Jul- 
fng the day and wnx under the Influence of 
liquor when he went on duty, as several 
'tellable persons havo testified. How b« 
even managed to turn the Injector cock 
and escape without the slightest Injury, 
as he has certainly done, Is a mysteiy. 
The boilers are said to nave been In ex- 
cellent shape Just prior to the explosion, 
and nothing save gross negligence could 
have caused" th« accident. 
D**'••u'-tlon Done to Adjoining BuUdlnK«. 


The terrible destruction wrought by the 


explosion Is In evidence everywhere with- 
in three blocks of the seen*. 
Eating 


hoi)«es near by, neighboring hotels, stores, 
•n navo «e--noll»*ed 'ftont« 01 tJ-—«sed 
windows. Along Turlmer,street In the 
rear of the building the.Vle not a whole 
elate glass for a block, and Lawrence 
street In the front shows similar sU"* of 
demolition. To estimate the damage and 
loss Is very difficult, especially as no In- 
surance papers are available, they having 
all been lost In'the fhe. but the loss-will 
not exceed (?73,oco. 
(The jGumry 'was 


worth-about 42WXX>. and fu...lshed kith 
$10.000 worth of goods. Everything Is a 
total wieck. TUB building »as a flvc- 
story one, erected In 1888 by Mr. Gumry. 
The McMan'n block, which adjoins the 
Gumry on the west, was also heavily 
damaged. 
It Is owned by Col. E. F. Bishop, and 


wns build In 1800. It was occupied as a 
furniture store by A. Llllyblade Furni- 
ture company, and was damaged $25.000. 
The Clayton block, directly across rhw- 
rence street, was also damaged about 
M.riOO. Tho boiler head nhlch wrought 
such teulblc destruction In Its path, aft- 
er smn-shlnp through the rear wall, cross 
a 10-foot alley at lightning <»i>ced and 
crashed Into A brick barn with sufficient 
force to entirely destroy It.

plosion was caused by dynamite Instead 
of the bollej, and I think It was done 
to kill Mr.>8umry. You know he Is sup- 
erlntfinH-m of construction at the capl- 
tol building, and lately discharged a num- 
ber of men. These men have been heard 
to threaten the life of Mr. Gumry. and I 
believe they have accomplished their 
threat- I don't think a boiler explosion 
would have wrecked the building In tbo 
manner It did."

statement regarding the discharge of-mem

About 10 o'clock to-night the left side 


of the building collapsed through the 
weakoplng by a continuous stream or 
water "being played tipon It, and E. P. 
Gllchrlst, J. E. Troy and Louis A. Ma- 
gulre. firemen, were suffocated by smoke 
and -dust. They Iwcre Ircmovcd to th» 
ccunly hospital, where It was found none 
were seriously Injured.

William O. Bradley, tho Democratic- 
and Reubllean candidates Tor Governor 
respectively. Tho assemblage was equal- 
ly divided between the Democrats and the 
Republicans.

half an hour before the time sot for tho 
opening of the debate, and the Immense 


(1 -sreiKO-held 400 prominent men * of each 


party. The presence of so many was an 
Indication of the deep Interest that Is be- 
ing taken In the situation In Kentucky. 
'Mayor Henry S. Tyler Introduced the two 
speakers. 


In his opening speech. Gen. Hnrd.n sr.ld 


1'c was not present to answer himself 
with cunning, evasive diplomacy, but to 
do battle boldly and bravely for tho prln 
clplcj of Democracy. 
After reiterating 


his allegiance to tho principles of Dem- 
ocracy and declaring them necessary" to 
the welfare of this country, he touch-hl 
lightly upcn flnaiclil Issue", saying thit 
tho Republicans with an_!mpudcnco._that_ 
would bo surprising In any other party 
claimed that there were divisions In the 
ranks over tho currency question.

PL Id that tho law of 1873 demonetizing 
fcllvcr was an act of treason to our corn- 
try. ICentucklans knew that e\ery Dem- 
ccrat at the recent S'nte convention had 
opinions of their owflj and each had dared 
to express tht>m, and "I had mlrje.
